THE INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


Charging of Fees: Insured Persons in Hospital 

It is very important that the reference to this matter in 
the report of the June meeting of the Insurance Acts 
Committee, which appeared in the Supplement of July 
Gth, 1935, should be carefully read by insurance practi- 
tioners. The chairman of ihe committee had reported a 
conversation which he had had with officers of the Ministry 
on the subject of charging fees to insured persons who are 
patients in hospitals with restricted medical staffs. At 
that interview the representatives of the Insurance Acts 
Committee learned that the legal advisers to the Minister 
had expressed the opinion that the treatment of an insured 
person by an insurance practitioner in hospital with a 
restricted medical staff must in future be regarded as 
treatment given under the National Health Insurance 
Acts, except where the hospital might happen to be out- 
side the radius of the practice of the insurance practitioner 
concerned. It was decided at the meeting of the Insur- 
ance Acts Committee to send a strong representation to the 
Minister that the interpretation accepted by the Depart- 
ment for so many years—that an insured person on 
admission to a hospital with a restricted medical staff was 
outside the scope of medical benefit—was an eminently 
sensible interpretation, and that the view now put forward 
by the legal advisers offered no real advantage or protec- 
tion to insured persons. It was further decided to 
represent that there was no evidence of abuse or improper 
charging of fees under the old interpretation, and that the 
new one would raise and reopen numerous questions 
relating to anaesthetics, drugs, temporary residents, and 
emergencies, and that, generally, a reversal of practice 
would be so serious and widespread that it was desirable 
that the regulations should be altered to legalize the 
previous interpretation. The Minister has been asked, 
if necessary to this end, to receive a deputation on the 
subject. 


Insulin—Standardization 

The following appears in the report of the Pharmacy 
Subcommittee of the London Local Medical and Panel 
Committee under the heading “‘ Insulin—Make and Price, 
and Type of Syringe supplied.’’ 

We have had under consideration two suggestions made by 
the physician in charge of the Diabetic Clinic, King’s College 
Hospital, by letter and before us personailv. 

Phe first concerns the make and price of insulin prescribed 
by insurance practitioners. He has noticed that many insured 

ersons are supplied with the most expensive brands of 


imsulin. The firms producing these brands have a_ less 
expensive form in which insulin is supplied (hospital packing 
or analogous brand). We understand that the difference in 


price is merely a question of the type of packing used. He 
is of the opinion that the more expensive packing affords no 
advantage. He uses the less expensive form on all patients

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SMETHWICK INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


The Local Medical and Panel Committee and the Benefits 
Subcommittee for Smethwick have had recently to con- 
sidet a resolution of the Town Council that the Govern- 
ment should be requested to pass legislation : (1) 
enabling oc compelling local authorities to institute 
eficient full-time midwifery services ; (2) compelling mid- 
wives and doctors who practise midwifery to attend post- 

duate courses ; and (3) rendering insured expectant 
mothers eligible to receive benefit for eight weeks before 
and eight weeks after confinement.’’ The Panel Com- 
mittee was in agreement with the proposal for establishing 
an efficient full-time midwifery service, but it did not 
agree that doctors should be compelled to attend post- 
graduate courses. It considered this to be impracticable, 
put favoured the provision of post-graduate facilities for 
doctors able and willing to avail themselves of them. On 
Clause 3 of the resolution the Benefits Subcommittee 
decided that as the health insurance scheme was based 
on payment of benefit during incapacity for work only, 
and as sickness benefit was normally payable to insured 
pregnant women before and after confinement for un- 
specified periods, dependent upon incapacity, it was not 
desirable that the Health Insurance Acts should be 
amended in the manner suggested, 

Hypodermic needles (not for use with insulin), capsicum 
wool, test tubes, and boil plasters were among the drugs 
and appliances prescribed recently by Smethwick practi- 
tioners on the official form. These, however, do not 
appear on the list of drugs and appliances which may be 
prescribed as part of medical benefit, and they had, 
therefore, to be debited to the practitioners concerned. 
For the quarter ended March 31st last the average cost 
of prescriptions per insured person on doctors’ lists in this 
area was 10.3d., and the average number of prescriptions 
per insured person $32, 


Following on representations made by the Dental Benefit 
Council, the Department of Health for Scotland recently held 
an inquiry to investigate the suitability of Mr. William Brodie, 
Thurso, Caithness, for service in connexion with dental benefit 
under the National Health Insurance Acts, and has declared 
that this dentist is to be regarded, until further notice, as 
unsuitable for such service.

At the sixty-seventh meeting of the Gibraltar Branch, held 
on June 27th, with Major J. C. A. Dowse, M.C., R.A.M.C., 
in the chair, Major R. A. MANseLi opened a discussion with 
a paper on ‘‘ Notes on the Prophylaxis of Common Infectious 
Diseases.’’ With reference to cerebro-spinal fever Major 
Mansell stated that the disease did not appear clinicaily until 
the carrier rate rose above 20 per cent., and though the latter 
increased in direct proportion to overcrowding, it was interest- 
ing to note that the disease was a greater scourge when it 
appeared in military camps than in the overcrowded, unhygienic 
quarters of large cities. In diphtheria carriers the nasal fossae 
and nasopharynx were of greater importance in keeping up the 
infection than the tonsils. Major Mansell discussed the possi- 
bility of immunizing communities against this disease with 
the different kinds of toxoid. He believed that the infectivity 
in measles and scarlet fever was greatest just prior to the 
development of clinical symptoms, and consequently he 
favoured disinfection immediately after isolation of the 
patient as well as at the termination of the quarantine period. 

After a lively discussion the meeting terminated with a 
hearty vote of thanks to Major Mansell for his paper.

CONSULTANTS AND THE CONTRIBUTORY SCHEMES 


Srr,—As a consultant practising in a district in which the 
contributory system is already pretty well developed I feel it 
incumbent upon me to warn my colleagues in those districts 
where this system has either not begun or has not yet dis- 
played the cloven hoof. 

We are induced to consent to this method of raising money 
for the hospitals by the promise that we can only thus save 
the voluntary hospital system from extinction. Let us see 
what actually happens: the scheme is thrown open to all 
whose personal income is under £350 a year irrespective of 
whether this is derived from precariously earned fees, wages, 
fixed salary with a pension, or from the interest on, say, 
£12,000 of 3} per cent. stock or even £75,000 on deposit at 
the bank. It is obvious that such a category as this must 
include many people who would ordinarily consult a specialist 
privately. I estimate that in this district the proportion of 
private consulting practice lost in this way varies between 
10 per cent. for a physician and 25 per cent. for a surgeon. 
The consultants in this county, for example, are losing 
private practice to the tune of at least £20,000 a year. This 
is rather more than the yield to the hospitals of the local 
provident schemes. 

I do not think the consultants would mind paying for the 
hospitals out of their own pockets quite so much (some years 
ago the wives of the honorary staff were invited to subscribe 
£200 between them to buy goods that were sold at the 
hospital bazaar for about £180—and not a murmur was 
heard) if it did the hospital some good. After all, the hos- 
pital plays a large part in our professional life, and an 
efficient hospital at which one can get down to some really 


— 


good and satisfactory work is ample compensation for what 
Sir Thomas Browne called the ‘ fruitless im portunity of 
uroscopy.”’ 

But what happens is this: the contributory scheme, SO far 
from covering the cost of treatment and paying towards im. 
provements and extensions, fails to pay more than abogt 
60 per cent. towards the mere in-patient maintenance of its 
members. The balance of the cost of treating these people 
presumably comes out of the charitable gifts of voluntary 
subscribers. The boards of management will not, no doub 
cannot, dictate to the organizers of the contributory scheme 
for fear of the complete withdrawal of their support, which 
may now amount to as much as 25 per cent. of their 
income. With the best intentions in the world, no doubt, th 
have betrayed both their best friends—the charitable sub. 
scriber and the honorary staff. The hospitals remain much 
as they were, only they are bigger ; more work therefore tp 
do and under the same difficult conditions as before, 

Of course we have the remedy in our own hands—we ar 
under no obligation to attend any but the sick poor. Ip 
using it we are certain to incur the enmity of our boards 
of management and a fiercely hostile campaign of misrepre. 
sentation which inevitably will be the reaction of the lay 
press. Many will shirk their duty for these reasons, of 
because they are near the age for retirement. The medical 
profession is notoriously incapable of uniting against a 
common foe. What will happen if we let things slide? The 
increasing waiting-lists, which include many of the genuine 
poor for whom the hospitals were intended and for whom 
the existing accommodation is probably ample (in this par 
ticular example the waiting-list equals 75 per cent. of the 
total accommodation), will justify municipal authorities de. 
veloping their own hospitals under the 1929 Act. They wil 
almost certainly employ a full-time staff, including specialists 
of all kinds whose services will be available to everybody, 
either free or at prices substantially below ordinary consult 
ing fees. This has actually happened already, and it may 
become general within a few years. The contributory scheme, 
to all appearance so praiseworthy and innocent, is in fact 
the thin end of the wedge which is going to split the 
financial foundations of consulting practice and ultimately to 
destroy one of the most fertile sources of scientific progress in 
medicine.—I am, etc.,

FEES UNDER THE ROAD TRAFFIC ACT 
Str,—The intention of the Minister that, in view of the 
fees payable under the Road Traffic Act, panel doctors shall 
no longer be paid emergency treatment fees under the National 
Health Insurance Acts in respect of motor accidents is, you 
tell us (Supplement, August 10th, p. 97), to be embodied at 

an early date in an alteration of the Terms of Service. 
If the statement express the whole intention there will be 
cases, not numerous, perhaps, but only too common 1n some 


will be inequitable. A glance at fundamentals will disclose 
the unsoundness of the proposal. Whenever treatment of 4 
kind that can be given by a general practitioner is needed 
by an insured person, he has a right to it. Midwifery is the 
one exception ; but for that the doctor’s contract covers the 
whole. But now comes a new Act of Parliament recognizin; 
that the present frequency of road traffic accidents is a new 
thing. Under this Act the panel doctor gets 12s. 6d. pet 
accident case whether he is already under contract to treat 
the patient or not. 

A doctor, in treating one of his own patients, will be better 
off by 12s. 6d.—as the Act intended. If the anticipation 
of the forthcoming change prove true, a panel doctor who 
in emergency treats another’s patient will sometimes be mucl 
worse off. He is under contract to treat these emergency 
patients—true ; but a contract implies a ‘‘ consideration. 
What is the consideration in these cases? It has_beea 
hitherto a payment proportionate to the service rendered, 
evaluated by the Panel Committee. What is now pro 
is that this ‘‘ consideration ’’ should be abolished. 
obligation will remain, but there will be no quid pro qu 
deriving from the national health insurance system at all. 

The matter is of practical importance in country places 
especially om busy roads. The doctor called to 4 grave 


village and country practices, where the effect of the change - 
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accident renders first aid preparatory to transport and then 
supervises the removal. The emergency treatment of the 
Road Traffic Act cannot be an enduring responsibility ; it must 
end somewhere—perhaps as a rule in such a case when the 
tient is prepared for transport. But the emergency treat- 
ment of the National Health Insurance Acts does not end 
there. The responsibility for it continues (at any rate in the 
allocation and distribution schemes approved by the Ministry 
for Cheshire) throughout twenty-four hours if the patient has 
to be detained. The doctor’s surgery or the cottage hospital 
is generally the only available harbour. After the twenty-four 
hours the patient (in the Cheshire system and no doubt in 
others) becomes a temporary resident. The fee allotted by the 
Panel Committee for the treatment till then is on the adequate 
scale set out in the scheme. For a big job like a compound 
fracture of the thigh six guineas or more is not uncommon. 
By the interim system now in vogue (approved by the 
Ministry) 12s. 6d. is deducted from the fee allotted to road 
accident cases if the Road Traffic Act fee has been claimed. 
This automatically wipes out the double payment in the 
emaller cases, while in the larger it allows a fee adequate 
without profusion.—I am, etc.,
